“I would like to cover evapor- 
ated milk briefly. Manufacturers’ 
stocks of evaporated milk on 
September 30th, 1948 were the 
highest for any date shown on 
twenty-nine years of continuous 
records. The September produc- 
tion was the third highest for the 
month on records extending back 
through 1918. Holdings of evapor- 
ated milk from reporting con- 
densaries on September Sth 
were 621,948,000 pounds, up 64% 
from a year earlier and 170% 
above the five-year average. 
When the stocks of manufacturers 
and wholesale grocers were com- 
bined at the end of September 
the total was approximately 663,- 
000,000 pounds, or 38% above a 
year earlier. It is estimated in 
trade channels that the United 
States has a tremendous surplus 
of evaporated milk in excess of 
domestic requirements, 

“Over-all high prices of dairy 
products In the U.S.A. have cert- 
ainly affected consumption, with 
the result that they have surp- 
luses of just about every dairy 
commodity. 

“I have gone into considerable 
detail to give you a picture of 
what has taken place in the Unit- 
ed States because I have'a defin- 
ite point to make. We have been 
on a one-way market in Canada 
during the last nine years and the 
price has been upward, but, as 
you can see from the action in the 
markets in the U.S.A. over the 
last six months, a market can go 
two ways, both up and down. It 
is pretty obvious that terrific in- 
ventory losses must have been In- 
curred. Dairy prices in the United 
States have dropped sharply dur- 
ing the past six months, In spite of 
general prosperity and a bullish 
stock market up until the elec- 
tion.

1. The ban on sale and manu- 
facture is ultra vires of parlia- 
ment, This means it is beyond 
the power of parllament and 
therefore is void. 

2. The ban on importation is 
intra vires of parliament. This 
means it is within the power of 
parliament and therefore remains 
in force. 

Chief Justice Thibaudeau Rin- 
fret and Mr. Justice Patric« Ker- 
win, the senior members of the 
seven-man court, dissented and 
held that the section in its en- 
tirety was within the federal 
competence and should remain 
in force. 

The next step in the case may 
be an appeal to the Privy Coun- 
cil in London. 

H. H. Hannam, president of

Buckingham Palace 
To the British Commonwealth peoples and the rest of 
the world one of the most famed buildings in the world is 
Buckingham Palace, the London home of Their Majesties 
- the King and Queen. Of late it has been much in the news 
as the birthplace and the place’of christening of the baby 
. Prince Charles, son of the Princess Elizabethand the Duke

“In a recent talk over the B.B.C. on “Landmarks of 
Britain,” John Summerson spoke of this huge building, 
which stand at the top of The Mall. The great facade of 
the palace on the rare occasions when it is floodlit looks its 
best, he said, when seen from the southwest corner of Tra- 
falgar Square, framed in the great hoop of Admiralty Arch. 

This palace was built by King George Fourth, who, 
tired of living in Carlton House, wanted a new home that 
was more suitable for the king. Parliament was not feeling 

; very generous at that-time and it was eventually decided 
» that King George IV should be accommodated in Bucking- 
~ ham House in St. James Park and plans were made for en- 
‘larging and modernizing it. At first the monarch of that 
day was modest in his requirements but gradually his plans 
took on a more grandiose style, a wing was to be thrown 
out here, a courtyard added there. : 
aes The architect, Nash, tried planning again. The King 
_-. had another idea and so the palace grew, the €xpense mul-. 
~. tiplied and the building was still unfinished when he died. 
His successor, William IV, did. not like Buckingham 
Palace.and left it empty for the seven years of his reign. 
When Queen Victoria me to the throne the building was 
80 profoundly disliked*that it was decided to construct a 
new: front, which was replaced thirty-five years ago by the 
marble-facade that we know today with its central balcony 
where the Royal Family stands on great occasions. Buck- 
~  ingham Palace matured gracefully, the lawns became vel- 
{- vety, the trees ampler and more shapely. 
~~ When Queen Victoria’s reign drew to a close the palace 
_» Was affectionately accepted as a symbol, if not as a work 
/ ofart. Today it is agreed that some of Nash’s work on the 
R palace is exceedingly good. There is much beauty in his 
quietly proportioned garden front, embracing the shallow 
bay of the drawing-room and some.of his interiors are deli- 
cate and fine. It is both a private house and a public build- 
ing, which explains why it has such a deep imaginative ap- 
peal, for by long tradition it is the Royal Family in its dom- 





“estic character which the English have most delighted to 


honor and obey. 

Londoners know when they are there for the Royal 
Standard is always flown\then; a friendly messenger be- 
tween the King and his ‘ subjects it is flown from the 
building which is the King’s home as well as the symbolic 
seat of sovereignty, said Summerson.

London, Dec. 29 (Reuters). — 
The Ruhr International Authority, 
announced Tuesday by the six- 
power London Conference, will be 
set up In February, probably with 
headquarters at Dusseldorf, it was

The proposed Military Security 
Board, linked with the Inter- 
national Authority, also is expect- 
‘ed to begin functioning shortly. 

Tuesday's agreement, observers 
here believe, foreshadows a pos- 
sible allled security pact, first 
mooted in 1946 by James Byrnes, 
then United States Secretary of 
State, against renewed German 
aggression. 

Byrnes proposed a four-power 
pact among Britain, the United 
States, France and Russla. The 
present machinery to prevent ag- 
gression will be worked’ out by 
the three western occupying pow- 
ers and the Benelux countries. 

Another link in the Ruhr chain 
fs made up of the control boards 
for the management of coal and 
steel. 

France will participate in the 
working of these control groups 
after Jan. 1 and hold posts in the 
organization set up by them, it 
was officially learned. Her particl- 
pation on an absoluteely equal 
footing with Britain and the Unit- 
ed States will not be complete, 
however, until the fusion of the 
French and the two other western 
zones. Informed London officials 
hope this may be done within the

SPY HEARINGS—During the hot summer months of 1948, the House of un-American Activities Com- 


mittee examined witness after witness In endeavoring to put a finger on Communist spy activity in 
the United States. Main testimony came from Whittaker Chambers, magazine editor and admitted 
former Communist, He named Alger Hiss, former state department official, as a leading figure in the 
Red spy circle.
